In. April- and May hare been received by

the Brtmswick-Balke-Collend- er Company.
The. tournament tor the championship
ot France, which began April 15. was
won by Guy. The series lor the cham
pionship of the world began Hay 4. and
resulted In a victory for Sels, of Ant-
werp. Belgium.

OnTy four Guy, Agassis. Renaud, and
Reddeer competed for --the French chain- -'

pionshlp. The winner had never berore
played In a tournament and has assign-
ment to the first category (Class A) and
his success mere unprecedented sur
prises. He is a young man whose execs-
tlon and steadiness promise a brilliant
future. Nevertheless he was fortunate.
His best run was 76. best single average
U.11 and his grand average 8.71. Agassis,
with a high, run of SI and a best single
average, cf JS.T9 had a grand average of
9.55. Renaud placed the best billiards
of the tournament. He scored a high
run cf 111, a single average of 1S.79 and
a grand average ot lilt. Reddeer. who

adld not Kin a game, ran SI. made a high
single average of 9 S3 and a grand aver-
age ot 7.78. Guy, Agassis and Renaud
each won two games and lost one. Then
Renaud forfeited and in the play-of- f Guy
defeated Agassis. The figures of the
pla)-o- ff game have not been transmitted.

In the games for the championship ot
the world. France was represented by
Agassis, Renaud. Reddeer and Lever-rie- r.

Other participants were Sels and
Rudelsheim, Belgians. Alfred Mortler.
author and artist,, who had earned first
honors In tSe International tournaments
of 4411. 1912 rod JW1S, was unable to com-
pete because of close application to liter
ary pursuits, The performances were far
superior to anose oi me tourna-
ment, as Is hovn by the appended table.

Renaud was the mot attractive per-
former In the tournament. He was df--
scribed ss a marvelous and captivating
exponent of blllards. of more class than
any of his adversaries. One French au-
thority says of him "If he ever arrives
In dominating his nerves and emotions
as he dominates his runs, he will be
unbeatable. ' He ran 109, 123 and 1C9, the
latter the record for the event.
